CROWD AND GOOD RACING. 

Embroidery Has an Easy Task in Taking the St. 
Lcger Handicap — Roscoe Goose and Bayberry 
Candle Win by Inches

Carries 140 Pounds and Wins the Chief Race at 



Lnnisvillo, Ky., October 5. — A. II. Hancock’s Em- 
broidery accounted for tin* St. Lcger Handicap of 
two miles and a quarter, in easy style today from 
Killanna which was in turn many lengths in ad- 
vance of llanovia, the only other starter. Em- 
broidery was kept under hard restraint for the 
cut in* race and passed Killanna when called on 
after the Bradley mare had shown the way for 
the first mile and three-quarters. Embroidery, 
because of her good second to Star Hawk in the 
lamisville ('up. was made an overwhelming favor- 
ite for today’s race, which had a net value of 
$1,510. As a spectacle the race did not call for 
much enthusiasm. 

Racing on Ismisvillc tracks for this year come 
to a close this afternoon, with an immense crowd 
on hand to enjoy the sisirt and its attending Ln- 
cidents. Tin* autumn meeting at Churchill Downs 
has come up to the expectations of the manage- 
ment. but it is doubtful if there will Is* much of 
a profit. The additional operating expenses and 
the increased purses will cut all inroad into the 
receipts. In the matter of attendance and volume 
of speculation this season has witnessed an in- 
crease. The racing, on the whole, has been en- 
tertaining. but some poor riding and the usual 
reversals of form on all the Kentucky tracks, were 
incidental to the campaign. 

Close finishes developed In most of the races this 
afternoon. That in the third race was particularly 
so. ltoscoe Goose was the winner in this race by a 
nose from Cncle Hart, not because the Baker horse 
was liest, for his victory was in tiie main due to 
Connelly’s delaying tactics that kept Uncle Hart 
too far back, until Roscoe Goose had gained a 
winning lead. When Connelly did start his drive. 
Uncle Hart came with such terrific speed that it 
landed him only a nose behind at the finish and 
one stride beyond he was u lull half length ill 
front. 

The all aged handicap at three-quarters was an- 
other rattling affair. Baylierry Candle getting up 
in the last stride to overhaul Vogue. At one time 
Baylierry Candle appeared hopelessly beaten, being 
a distant last. She came around the others in the 
stretch and finished with a sensational rush. 

The exodus of horses from here began in earnest 
this morning and will continue tomorrow. Nearly 
all of those that will engage in the Batenin rac- 
ing will be transferred to the Milldale course by 
tomorrow night. The “Elrod Special” tonight for 
Cincinnati will take tiie advance guard of owners, 
trainers, jockeys and most of the pari-mutuel force 
in charge of tiie betting arrangements here. 

Judge Allie W. Young, who has been in steady 
attendance at the Douglas Park and Churchill 
Downs meetings, will go to his home to take a much 
needed rest for tiie next month, lie has not been 
in the liest of health lately. 

CURRENT NOTES OF THE TURF. 

It is reported at Lexington that Harry Payne 
Whitney is in negotiations with the New York 
representatives of the James It. Ilaggin estate for 
accommodations on Elmendorf Farm for one thor- 
oughbred stallion and twenty broodmares. 

Fort Erie is eliminated from the field of promoters 
of new race tracks in Canada by the provision of 
the Miller bill, which requires that new race tracks 
may Is- established only within three miles of a 
Canadian city of fifteen thousand population. 

Malcolm N. Macfarlan, of Memphis, secretary of 
the Memphis Jockey Club in the days of the great 
prosperity of tiie turf in Tennessee, and a v, ’ell- 
known western racing official, is the presiding 
judge at llillcrest in the absence of Ed (.'ole at 
Laurel. 

It is one of the anomaly’s of racing that in Eng- 
land such leading turfmen as .1. B. Joel and Leo- 
pold de Rothschild did not win a race this year 
until in Septemlier at the Newmarket Third Extra 
meeting. There Mr. Joel’s North Star, by Sunstar 
— Angelic, won tiie Barton Mills Nursery Handicap 
for two-year-olds, and of ^he net value of $4.4(Ni. 
Mr. Rothschild’s victory came when his two-year- 
old The Speaker, by Cicero — Kelibia, won the 
Wltcliford Selling Plate of $1.46(1 and was then 
bought by John Day for 730 guineas ($3,790). 

The sale last week of tiie mares and young stock 
of the Valley Farm has left the estate of the late 
William Hemlrio without a thoroughbred horse of 
any kind, with the single exception of Martimas. 
This great son of Candlemas, winner of more money 
than any other horse owned in Canada, is not to lie 
dis|Hised of, but will end his days in the possession 
of the estate. He is now twenty years old. but 
active anil vigorous. It was in 1898 that Martimas 
won the Futurity, and Mr. Hendrie’s physician had 
no hesitation in saying that the success of his 
white-legged colt had l«*en of more actual physical 
benefit to Mr. llendrie than any medical attention. 
The Valley Farm will still be a thoroughbred nur- 
sery. though, as in its paddocks roam the mares and 
youngsters lielonging to Sir John Hcinlrie and tiie 
George M. llendrie, who are breeding independently, 
and maintaining the family interest in the thorough- 
bred horse. — Francis Nelson in Toronto Globe. 

TWO JOCKEYS PLEASING ENGLISH CRITICS. 

In these days of American hustle in the art of 
race riding it was pleasantly reminiscent of the 
fine old times, when such experts as George Ford- 
ham. John Osborne, Tom Cannon and Fred Archer 
were witching the world with noble horsemanship, 
to see the way in which Charles Childs, while 
setting a good gallop all the way, waited in front 
with Hurry On, and he may be complimented on a 
fine display of joekeysliip on what was practically 
a lucky chance mount, for Mr. Buchanan has no 
actual claim on him, though he has worn his colors 
successfully on several occasions, notably on Trinity 
Square and again on Atlulara, which he would have 
ridden on Wednesday when he dead-heated with 
Molly Desmond, but that he feared to waste with 
the iii ore important race in view, hence the substitu- 
tion of J. Childs. These brothers have both made 
a great reputation in France, and came over here 
to ride when racing was suspended in consequence 
of the war. They certainly have no sujieriors here, 
and it is satisfactory to know that they are both 
Britishers. Joseph served his apprenticeship with 
Tom Jennings, who has turned out many first-class 
riders, while Charles owes his position to the tuition 
of his brother Arthur, who trains for Baron Foy 
and with whom he lived at Chantilly. He has won 
a large number of races in France, including the 
Grand Prise of Paris for Madame Clieremeteff, a 
Russian lady, whose Nuuge proved too good for 
onr champion. Lemlierg. Before the war he rode 
frequently for Mr. Belmont, and I fancy it was at 
the iustance of College Leader, who had to re- 
linquish training when he joined the colors, that he 
came overe here to ride. — “Vigilant” in London 
Sportsman.

— Paul Towers fur- 
nished the winner of today’s feature race at 
Laurel when Top o’ th’ Morning won the first 
division of the higliweight handicap from a band 
of fast sprinters. What made Top o’ th’ Morn- 
ing’s performance stand out was the fact that he 
picked up 14(1 pounds, made the pace and ran three- 
quarters in 1:12%. Tom McTaggart had the mount 
on Top o’ th’ Morning, it lieing his first mount 
at the meeting. He rode, a well judged race, 
nursing the big sprinter along in the early run- 
ning and when t lie final drive came he had a 
bit of speed in reserve. Wise Man was second 
and The Masquerader third. All three of these 
horses recently arrived from Canada. 

The second half of the higliweight handicap, 
which had been split, was run as the fiftli race. 
James Butler’s Gnat won this end of the handicap 
in easy fashion after racing tiie heavily- weighted 
Hanson into defeat in the first half mile. The 
Butler stable had previously scored when Bally 
won the third race, a dash of three-quarters for 
two-year-olds. 

After Reprobate won the opening race lie was 
advanced from $s<M> to $1,500 and bought by Sam 
Louis. The latter afterward disposed of the colt 
at Private sale to Edward McBride. 

J. F. Sweeney, who is gathering a stable to- 
gether for a campaign on one of the winter tracks, 
has purchased Hauberk of W. R. Coe. 

John Farrell. Jr., of Baltimore, has added Firing 
Line to his string. He acquired the colt at private 
sale from R. T. Wilson. 

Estimable, which was taken from If. G. Bedwell 
by Sam I.onis after she won the other day, has 
been sold to J. O. Talbott. 

Ultimatum spread a foot in his race the other 
day. which accounted for his quitting so badly. 

Henry McDaniel is here with five of tiie Willis 
Sharpe Kilmer horses. They are all doing well and 
will be seen with the colors up shortly. Trainer 
McDaniel has taken a call on jockey Ambrose, who 
rode for him when lit* trained the Davies horses in 
Canada.

TEST RACES GOING ON IN FRANCE. 



From Paris under date of September 16 a special 
letter to the New York Sun gave the following 
quite interesting details of the substitute racing 
progressing at prescrilied points in France: 

“When the Minister of Agriculture reluctantly 
gave way to tin* pressure brought upon him by the 
Society for tiie Encouragement of Horse Breeding, 
which controls horse racing in France, and per- 
mitted horse racing to he resumed, lie laid down 
such strict conditions that the meetings could 
hardly lie called races. 

“They were not to lie held on Sunday, the fav- 
orite day for racing in France; they were to take 
place in the morning, there was to be no betting 
and nobody was to bo present except owners and 
representatives of sporting papers, beyond flu* 
trainers, jockeys and necessary grooms of the 
horses engaged. 

“Three race tracks were selected, all situated 
far from any big town. Caen, in Normandy, liad 
tin* honor of being the first track to initiate this 
new form of racing. Four meetings were held 
this week and four more will he held next. The 
eagerness to test horses, which hud done nothing — 
except for those which went to San Sebastian — is 
shown li” tiie fact that no less than 620 entries 
were received for tin; first four days. 

“Seven races were held each day, the prizes 
varying from $600 to $3,000 anil totaling $37,200. 
W. K. Vanderbilt carried off eight firsts, $14,000 in 
all, which included tiie only $3,000 prize and five 
of the seven $2,000. On Tuesday in* did tiie hat 
trick, winning three consecutive races, each worth 
$2,000. At the end of tiie meeting lie gave $10,000 
to tin* Count de Marois. another owner,, for tin* 
National Assistance to Wounded Society, and $2,000 
for the wounded at Caen, leaving liis net winnings 
$ 2 , 000 . 

“The number of spectators present never exceeded 
400, although a few attempts were made to swell 
it by unauthorized persons who tried to enter. They 
were quickly ejected. As might be expected, a 
demand is already living made to relax tiie strict- 
ness of the regulations, it being proposed that at 
least possible buyers might be added to those quali- 
fied to attend. 

“The censorship has added the only touch of 
gayety that these race meetings have enjoyed. 
The order was sent out to the press that the 
word “courses” (races) must not appear in ac- 
counts of the (’aeix meeting, the only word admis- 
sible being “epreuve,” or “test.” 

“The censorship evidently was unwilling that 
the idea that France in the midst of its life or 
deatli struggle should be described as enjoying 
“races.” and certainly races under prescrilied 
conditions hardly correspond to the idea suggested 
by tiie word. 

“Tiie races at San Sebastian had already dis- 
tnrbed the equanimity of the French authorities. 
Bookmakers were allowed at these meetings as 
well as tiie pari-mutuel. Tiie French newspapers 
naturally gave tiie full results of the Sun Sebas- 
tian races, with the pari-mutuel payments for 
each winner. It was then found that much money 
was being bet in France on the Spanish races and 
that clandestine pari-mutuels were being run, 
payment being made at the same rute as that 
reported from San Sebastian.” 



EXTENSIVE PIMLICO IMPROVEMENTS. 



Frank J. Bryan, who has returned to New’ York, 
after having served as an official of the Ontario 
Jockey Club at the Woodbine meeting, reported the 
most extensive improvements to tiie Pimlico course 
of the Maryland Jockey Club. He said that more 
than $100,000 had been exjiended and the course 
was almost made over. Among the changes is tiie 
moving back of the upper end of the grandstand 
thirty-four and a half feet, which change will 
afford all to have a perfect view of the races with- 
out standing up. Another important change has 
been made in the steeplechase field whereby tiie 
finish is on the inside of the timers’ stand. Form- 
erly there was a bend in the course to enable the 
horses to run around the jockey board, but this 
change straightened that out, and it is one that 
should bring better racing. The slight hill in the 
infield has been levelelled. affording a better view 
of the backstretch, and there have been vast im- 
provements in the buildings, including the erecting 
of a new und thoroughly modern jockey house.
